In this m atter of profit 
apd loss nothing play s such an im* 
portant part as the q uestion of feeds 
and feeding . The natural feed for an­ 
imals, the one on which they do beat, 
is g reen pasture. 
In clim ates subject 
to frost, man has made the same pro­ 
vision for animals as for himself by 
providing them in w inter with canned 
g reen fodder called “silag e.** Silag e 
is made most commonly from 
corn, 
cow peas, clover, sorg hum, or alfalfa, 
merely chopped fine and stored in 
larg e 
water-tig ht 
cans 
known as 
“silos.” 
In dry w eather or in winter, 
when g reen 
pasture cannot be had, 
this feed is eq ually g ood in producing 
a flow of milk or in putting fat on an 
imals. 
One acre of a crop harvested 
aa silag e will feed twice as much stock 
as the sam e amount harvested in any 
other manner.

Like a g lass fruit Jar, a silo must be 
water-tig ht and jointless to keep the 
silag e from moulding or “dry firing .” 
For this reason, and also because no 
painting or repairing is ever neces­ 
sary , solid-wall concrete silos are com­ 
ing into g eneral use. 
Selecting the Size of the Silo. 
The best silos are built circular In 
shape. 
The size depends upon 
how' 
many animals are to be fed dally , the 
q uantity in pounds for each animal's 
daily feed, and the number of day s it 
may be necessary to feed them. The 
silo should be of such size that a lay e 
of silag e at least 2 Inches in depth 
will be removed each day after feed'rc 
has bemiii.

req uires about 40 pounds of silag e pt r 
day , and the following table is based
